independent labor that demands 
the right to earn all that its -kill 
and industry entitle it to. He 
says the various mining indus- 
tries will boom Sturgis and all 
Union county, if the company be 
not hampered in its rights under 
the law. He talies the situation 
coolly and does not seem at all 
disturbed over the present agita- 
tion.

FRANK BALL 

Will Return to Middlesboro, and 
Face a Bell County 
Jury, 

WHEN ASSURED OF A FAIR TRIAL. 

Frank Ball, the alleged Belf 
county 'fugitive-murderer, says 
he will return to Middlesboro for 
trial when satisfied Ii3 can have 
a fair and impartial hearing. 
The troops at Middlesboro spent 
a quiet day and there was no 
further trouble with the outlaws 
in the mountains, who are now 
said to be under the leadership 
of Riley Ball, a sixteen-year-old 
boy. Under a misappreheusion 
Col. Roger Williams, of the 2nd. 
Reg., K. 8- G., ordered all the 
companies of his regiment ready 
for service in the mouutains, but 
it is not now thought they will 
be needed. i 

Houston Ball, brother of Shel- 
by Ball, who is the reputed lead- 
er of the gang in the mountains, 
and of Frank Ball, accused of 
Jack Boleu's murder, and uncle 
of Riley Ball, a sixteen-year-old 
boy, indicted for complicity in 
the murder, gave out an inter- 
view, in which he said that 
Frank Ball had left the country. 
Shelby Ball, he says, is ill unto 
death of consumption and heart 
disease, and he believes Riley 
Ball and the gang have left the 
mountains. He says that he has 
been in communication with 
Frank Ball, and that he will re- 



that Frank Ball has not been 
ir Itlddlesbpro for at least ten 
days. In connection with the 
shooting of Robert pryipn, the 
Louisville and Nashvilic watch- 
man, who was wounded Wednes- 
day nidit, he said that Frank 
H ill was more than a day's ride 
y. He further said that Prank 
H ill had not been in the moun- 
tains, and that he* had been in 
communication with him and has 
knowledge that he will surrender 
to the authorities.

Ball, two men named Linger and 
Wilder ond Jim Stewart, who, it 
is said, owns and operates the 
blind tiger. This same resident, 
who visited Middlesboro Monday, 
said that two men had been held 
up in the mountains and robbed 
of $97. He was not sure of their 
names, but said they had re- 
ported the case to the Tennessee 
authorities. He also said that 
Shelby Ball was seen in Cumber- 
land Gap yesterday. 

There was a report rife at Mid- 
dlesboro Monday, verified from 
Cumberland Gap, that, Shelby 
Ball and one son are now staying 
at a house known as the Crosby 
place, just over the Tennessee 
line. It is reported that this has 
become the headquarters of the 
gang, and upon this evidence the 
Tennessee authorities will be ap- 
pealed to for assistance iu the 
arrest of the gang. 

Houston Ball ia the owner of a 
saloon in Middlesboro. He has 
a high reputation as a busiuess 
man, and his statements regard- 
ing the brothers are regarded as 
correct.

Washington, Nov. 2.— The President today issued his procla- 
tion naming Thursday, November !J0, as a day of thanksgiving. 
The proclamation follows: 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMER- 
ICA-A PROCLAMATION. 

When nearly three centuries ago the settlers came to the coun- 
try which has now become this great republic, they confronted not 
only hardship and privation, but terrible risk to their lives. In 
those grim years the custom grew of setting apart one day in each 
year for a special service of thanksgiving to the Almighty for pre- 
serving the people through the chauging seasons. The custom has 
now became national aud hallowed in memorial usage. We live in i 
easier and more pleutiful times than our forefathers, the men who, 
with rugged strength, faced the rugged days ; and yet the dangers 
to national life are quite as great uow as at in any previous time in 
our history. It is emiueutly fitting that ouce a year our people 
should-set apart a day for praise and thanksgiving to the Giver of 
Good, and at the same time that they express their thankfulness 
for the abundant mercies received, should manfully acknowledge 
their shortcomings and pledge themselves solemnly and In good 
faith to strive to overcome tfleai. During the past year we have 
been blessed with bountiful crops. Our business prosperity has 
beeu great. No other people has ever stood ou as high a level of 
well belug as ours uow stands. We are not threatened by foes 
from without. Th« foes from whom we stiould pray to be deliver- 
ed are oir own passious, appetites and follies, aud against these 
there is always need that we should war. 

Therefore, I now set apart Thursday, the 30th day of this No 
vember, as a day of thanksgiving for the past and of prayer for the 
future, aud on that day I ask that throughout the laud the people 
gather' in their homes aud places of worship, and in rendering 
thanks unto the Most Hich for the manifold blessings of the past 
year, consecrate themselves to a life of cleanliness, honor and wis- 
dom,' so that this nation. may do its allotted work ou the earth in a 
manner worthy of those who founded it and of those who preserv- 
ed it. . 'J-

Shows Decrease in Railroad Accidents 
During Year of 1905. 

Accident Bulletin No. 16, just 
"issued by the Interstate Com 
meree Commission, completes 
the record of accidents to em- 
ployes and passengers upon the 
railroads of the United States 
for the year ending June "10. The 
total number of passengers Killed 
la train accidents was .350; in- 
jjured, »5,498. The total number 
of employes killed in train acci- 
dents was 798; iijured, 7,052. 
There were 187 passengers killed 
in other than train accidents, 
and .*1K,:174 injured; making a 
total of all classes of 537 passen- 
gers killed and 10,040 injured, 
and 8,261 employe! killed and 
*4»,42<S injured. This is an m- 
•crease of 117 passengers killed 
and 1,008 injured ; a decrease of 
TOO employes killed, and an in- 
crease <»f 2,160 employes injured. 
There were 0,224 collisions dur- 
ing the year, with a money loss 
of $4,849,054, aud 5,371 derail- 
ments, with a money loss of $4,- 
862,602; a total of 11,595 colli- 
sions and derailments and a total 
money loss of $9,711,656, being 
damage to cars, engines aud 
roadway.

Washington, Nov. -2. —The President today issued his procla- 
mation naming Thursday, November !H), as a day of thanksgiving. 
The proclamation follows: 

BY THE PRESIDENT OF THE UNITED STATES OF AMER- 
ICA— A PROCLAMATION. 

When nearly three centuries ago the settlers came to the coun- 
try which has now become this great republic, they confronted not 
only hardship and privation, but terrible risk to their lives. In 
those grim years the custom grew of setting apart one day in each 
year for a special service of thanksgiving to the Almighty for pre- 
serving the people through the changing seasons. The custom has 
now beceme national aud hallowed in memorial UBage. We live in 
easier and more pleutiful times than our forefather!, the men who, 
with rugged strength, faced the rugged days; and yet the dangers 
to national life are quite as great uow as at in any previous time in 
our history. It is eraiueutly fitting that ouce a year our people 
should -set apart a day for praise and thanksgiving to the Giver of 
Good, and at. the same time that they express their thankfulness 
for the abundant mercies received, should manfully acknowledge 
their shortcomings and pledge themselves solemnly and in good 
faith to strive to overcome tllem. During the past year we have 
beeu blessed with bountiful crops. Our business prosperity has 
beeu great. No other people has ever stood ou as high a level of 
well being as ours uow stands. We are not threatened by foes 
from without. The foes from whom we should pray to be deliver- 
ed are oir own passioms, appetites aud follies, aud against these 
there is always need that we should war. 

Therefore, 1 now set apart Thursday, the 30th day of this No 
ber, as a day of thanksgiving for the past and of prayer for tho 
future, aud on that day I ask that throughout the land the people 
ler in their homes and places of worship, and in rendering 
iks unto the Most High for the manifold blessings of the past 
year, consecrate themselves to a life of cleanliness, honor and wis- 
dom, so that this nation may do its allotted work ou the earth iu a 
maimer worthy of those who founded it and of those who preserv- 
ed it.

John Murray, her husband ran In 
and struck him a blow which felled 
him and rendered him unconscious, 
crushing his skull. No arrests have 
been made.
